ST. PAUL, Minn., April 4— 
Federal guns, blazing leaden 
retort to gang defiance, had 
eut close today to the trail of 
the arch-fugitive, John Dillin- 
ger, and reddened it with the 
blood of his gun-toting pals. 


WASHINGTON, April 4— 
Endless war against the Dillin- 
ger gang, believed by him to be 
concentrated in the St. Paul 
area, was declared today by J. 
Edgar Hoover of the United 
States Department of Justice. 

Commenting on the shooting 
of Eugene Green of Milwaukee 
in St. Paul Tuesday night, 
Hoover said: “This man has ad- 
mitted that he participated in 
the gun battle with our men in 
St. Paul Saturday, That's going 
too far. 

“In the 20-odd years of the 
existence of this division, no 
one has ever shot at any of our 
agents and got away with it. 

“We run them to earth. 

“You can say that extra 
forces of men are in that section 
of the country and that we are 
going to run that entire gang 
down.” 


Dillinger To Be 
Returned Old Jail 


CROWN POINT, Ind. April 4.— 
(f John. Dillinger is recaptured, he 
ls to be returned to the same jail 
from which he bluffed his way 
with a toy pistol. 

Such was the decree of Judge 
William J. Murray as a finale to a 
grand jury investigation he order- 
ed into the outlaw’s escape. The 
jury report attached blame io 
Judge Murray's refusal to transfer 
Dillinger to the Michigan City state 
prison. “The jail here is perfectly 
capable of holding the most hard- 
ened criminal,” said th said the judge. 


INSULL WILL 
FACE ENEMIES 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, April 4— 
Samuel Insull. beaten in his long 
fight against extradition to the 
United States, expressed his readi- 
ness last night to return to the 
United States if he could be assured 
he would not be persecuted by his 
“enemies.” ; 

Jurists declared he could not ap- 
peal from a decision of a penal 
court on which Turkey’s decision 


to send back the fugitive was 
based; the government kept him in 
jail and considered his case closed; 
and United States officials prepared 
to come and get him. 

The first steamer for the United 
States sails April 10 and it appeared 
pikely Insull would be aboard it.

NOME, Alaska, April 4—Two sec- 
tions of an aerial expedition organ- 
izéd to rescue 89 Russians, maroon- 
ed on the Arctic ice cap, planned 
to join forces today at Cape Van 
Karen, on the Siberian coast. 

Pilot M. T. Sletneff and his me- 
chanic, Bill Lavery, were at Cape 
Elgin, making preparations to hop 
for Cape Van Karen, 500 miles 
away. Professor George Yushakoff, | 
leader of the Russian expedition, 
and two companions, have estab- 
lished a base at Cape Van Karen, 
approximately 100 miles from the 
camp of the Russians. 

The party is planning to use both 
its planes and dog teams in reach- 
ing the Russians, who were stranded 
Feb. 13, when their ship was crush- 
ed in the ice and sank.

In Parliament 


Two Important Measures 
Are Reluctantly Disclos-| 


ed by Premier’s State- 


ment. 
Forecasts of two forthcoming 
important measures of relief for 


the debt-burdened farmers of 
Alberta were unexpectedly and 
somewhat reluctantly disclosed to 
the Agricultural Committee of the 
Legislature this morning, when 
the Debt Adjustment Act came up 
for report on proposed amend- 
ments. 

One, is the amending of the Bank- 
ruptcy Act at Ottawa to allow in- 
solvent farmers to come under its 
provisions by a cheap and easy 
method which will allow them to/| 
obtain discharge of their debts and 
keep on with their farms. 

The other is an impending an- 
nouncement of an agreement be- 
tween the Dominion government 
and the mortgage companies of 
Canada, whereby farms debts in 
the west will be materially reduced, 

The announcement was made by 
Premier Brownlee, evidently under 
some duress, The sub-committee 
had brought in a report to limit 
the powers of a judge on appeals 
from adjustments of the Debt Ad- 
justment Board. At once a farmer

COMPANION IN 
CRIME READY 
TO AID FAHEY 


Spokane Businessman Was 
One of Convicted Group 
in 1909 


SPOKANE, Wash. April 4— 
Known to friends and _ neighbors 
for more than a decade as a quiet 
and law abiding business man, 
Daniel W. Wood yesterday offered | 
a helping hand to Frank Grigware, 
alias James Fahey, Jasper, Allta., 
with whom he said he was sent to 
prison for mail robbery. 

Wood made his identity known to 
newspapermen on the pledge they 
would keep the name he now uses 
from the public. 


The man said he read in the 
newspapers that Grigware, as he | 
knew him, had been identified in 


Jasper as one of a daring band of | 
mail robbers who escaped from 
Leavenworth penitentiary in 1910. 
WOOD'S STATEMENT | 
Wood asked the newspapermen | 


telegraph a statement to Grigware's 
Canadian friends. The statement | 
follows: 


“I, Daniel Wood, was convicted in 
1909 for mail robbery, along with 
Fred Derf, Laurence Golden, Bill | 
Matheson and Frank Grigware, and 
sentenced to life imprisonment at 
Leavenworth penitentiary. Grig- 
ware, being a young man, might 
have been easily influenced and, 
not realizing what he was doing, 
got into bad company and trouble.” 

Wood declined to discuss the 
robbery at Omaha and the subse- 
quent escape, Records at the peni- 
tentiary show Grigware and others 
commandeered a locomotive in the 
prison yard, smashed down the |

1913. Donald W. Wood, alias Dan 
| Downer, was released on July 7, 
1917, Fred Torgenson, alias F. W, 
| Derf, had his life sentence reduced 
to fifteen years and was released 
July 7th, 1919. ‘The last of the 
quintette, William Matthews, alias 
William Moores, and who also was 
serving a life sentence, had his time 
reduced to 25 years and was con- 
sequently paroled on July 7th, 1920, 


CONVICTED WITH GRIGWARE 


All of these men were convicted 
with Frank Grigware and sent to 
Leavenworth for mail robbery with 
weapons, back in 1909, 

According to J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Bureau of Investi- 
gation here, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police worked hand- in- 
hand with the Department of Jus- 
tice in effecting the capture of 
Grigware.

Thinks Canada’s Duty to 
Return Fahey to the 


Authorities 


TORONTO, April 4—Rev. C. W. 
Gordon, widely-known author under 
the name of Ralph Connor, in an 
interview here today scored the 
penal institutions in Canada on the 
grounds that they were “rotten, 


un-Christian and unscientific.” 

“We are legal sadists,” said Dr. 
Gordon, “in our legal and penal 
systems there isn’t one suggestion 
from one year's end to another of 
any attempt to reclaim the crim- 
inals to useful citizenship. That's 
paralysis—that's barbarism—that’s 
the jungle, All we do is hive them, 
hurt them, make them suffer be- 
cause they've hurt us.” 

Dr. Gordon's attack on the penal 
system arose out of a discussion of 
the case of the Alberta citizen dis- 
covered to have been a_ fugitive 
from an American penitentiary for 
the last 24 years. Dr. Gordon 
thought the fugitive should be re- 
turned rather than have it appear 
Canada was protecting an Ameri- 
can criminal.

Stores Beyond 8 p.m. 


| Enabling the Alberta Liquor Con- 
| erol Board to extend the hour for 
closing the liquor stores beyond 
8 p.m, as prescribed at present and 
permitting the sale by a vendor of | 
beer, to the holder of a beer li- 
cense on a holiday other than a 
Sunday on which the licensee is 
permitted to have his licensed 
premises open, a bill to amend the 
Government Liquor Control Act of 
Alberta has been introduced into 
the legislature by Hon. J. F. Lym- 
burn, K.C., attorney general.

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BACK THE DISTRICTS 

The Provincial Treasurer is asking the legis- 
lature for power to guarantee sums borrowed 
by municipal districts from the banks in order 
to keep their schools going and carry on other 
ordinary services—the amount of a loan to not 
exceed the unpaid taxes of the current year. 

That is power which the Minister might well 
have asked for two or three years ago, and 
which the legislature should grant with no 
hesitation, Without this backing the municipal 
authorities in newer settlements have been 
without the “safe” security on which alone 
banks would advance loans. One result has 
been that in some districts the teachers have 
had to finance the schools they taught, by wait- 
ing for years for the salaries they had earned 
and then getting the money in driblets from 
Government grants, 

That absurd arrangeinent, or lack of 
arrangement, benefitted nobody, and imposed 
hardship on the teachers. In the end the money 
has to come from the pockets of the local tax- 
payers or out of the provincial treasury, for 
school and other municipal expenditure. 

It is better to face the difficulty frankly, and 
give the districts the backing that will enable 
them to carry on their duties in a businesslike 
way. The province has or can take all the 
security available for the debt, and can collect 
through taxation as and when collection be- 
comes possible. 


“PENNY-WISE” FOLLY 

Direct relief from 1931 to the end of 1933 
cost Edmontorm $790,008, The bulk of this out- 
lay has been capitalized, that i, borrowed. 
The interest charges will add $219,000 more to 
the bill by the ,time the loans are repaid ten 
years hence. A total of $919,000 for two years 
of direct relief. 

Paying out money with no return in public 
improvements is a costly business; as ruinous 
to the taxpayer who pays without return as to 
the recipient who gets nothing more than bare 
subsistence from his dole, 

Under the three-way agreement, the con- 
tributions of the Provincial and Dominion Goy- 
ernments would amount to approximately the 
same, That is to say, something in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,750,000 has been given away as 
“direct relief’ in the past two years in this 
moderately-sized city, to people who have thus 
been enabled merely to keep soul and body 
together. For each year the average is $1,375,000, 

Could anything be more absurd? At ten 
per cent—five per cent interest and five per 
cent sinking fund—that amount would meet the 
capital charges on $13,750,000. Had this sum 
been borrowed and put into self-liquidating 
enterprises, the debt would carry itself and 
unemployment relief would have been cut to a 
minimum, Put into street and other improve- 
ments not revenue-bearing, the added debt 
burden would be off-set by increased property 
values. Instead, the taxpayers of the city, the 
province and the Dominion are paying the 
amount of the interest and sinking fund but 
getting nothing whatever to off-set the outlay. 

Relief expenditure in Canada is not even 
being handled on an orthodox “sound” money 
basis, It is being mis-handled -by dissipating 
public money and credit and getting nothing 
to show for it. Every canon of “sound” money 
practice condemns that profligate procedure 


NATIONAL RAILWAY POLICY 


Hon. C. P. Fullerton, K.C., chairman of the 
board of trustees of the Canadian National 
Railways, has issued a statement declaring in 
set terms that this governing body is opposed 
to anything in the way of amalgamation or 
unification of the National with the Canadian 
Pacific. 

The announcement, on behalf of the newly 
appointed board, is timely. It would have been 
appropriate in any case, and is the more so be- 
cause events have been steering, and have been 
steered, during the last four years in a direc- 
tion which seemed to imply the ultimate fusion 
of the two systems 

After what has been done to the Canadian 
National by the Bennett Government it is not 
strange that the public should have regarded 
the board with suspicion, as having been 
created to bring about an amalgamation. The 
public, no less than the employees, will wel- 
come the assurance that the trustees have no 
such thought in mind, and that they intend to 
maintain the Canadian National as a separate 
and independent entity, 

There is another encouraging feature of the 
announcement, Mr. Fullerton warns: “There is 
this to be said, that unless the position of all 
railways in Canada materially improves within 
the next few years many experiments, presently 
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“The Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us all,’ ss.

unpalatable and presently unacceptable, may 
have to be tried.” 

There is in this frank declaration ground for 
hope that the trustees recognize the necessity 
of revolutionizing methods of railway opera- 
in order to restore to those utilities the 
position of “common carrier” they once held 
but no longer occupy. The railways cannot 
live on the amount of long haul traffic that is 
available to them. Neither can they recover 
the short haul traffic they lost without a 
struggle, by clinging to the operation methods 
which were good enough in the days of our 
grandfathers. The motor car, the bus and the 
truck have arrived in the meantime, and are 
doing all but the long haul transportation busi- 
ness. The railways will have to get back that 
traffic in large measure, or go “broke.”

‘Treatment Of Hardening 
Of The Arteries 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


There are several causes of the hardening 
of the arteries, such as lack of exercise, worry, 
nervous strain, and a habit of driving the en- 
tire body at too swift a.pace, but the main 
cause is a systematic poisoning built up by years 
of careless eating and con- 
stipation. As these acid poi- 
sons in the blood pass through 
the arteries, they irritate and 
inflame the delicate linings. 
In time, the arteries protect 
themselves from injury by 
forming a coating of lime. 

Hardening of the arteries 
is therefore a constitutional 


; disease in which the chief 
changes are located in the 
Dr. F. McCoy = \watis’ of the arteries, The 


main part of the treatment is to remove from 
the blood the irritating poisons. By improving 
the blood, the patient stops any further hard- 
ening and in many cases is able to undo some 
of the damage already done. At the start of the 
treatment, I advise the use of the five-day fast, 
During the fast, the enema must be taken each 
day. If high blood pressure also exists, the fast 
is doubly important. 

After the fast, the patient must avoid food 
combinations which are not good and starches 
should be omitted. The right diet must be con- 
tinued for a considerable period of time and 
will prove of great benefit in helping the pa- 
tient to live longer by protecting the vital or- 
gans, such as the kidneys, heart and brain. 

Whenever possible, it is advisable for the 
patient to continue with some kind of work 
which maintains his interest. To stop all work 

_and rest is not good. Exercise is helpful in the 
ordinary case in reducing the weight and also 
in producing better muscular strength and mak- 
ing the patient feel better in every way. The 
best kind of exercise is the daily walk. In ad- 
vanced cases, the walking may be omitted. 

The patient should not expect a cure from 
drugs, as medical authorities frankly admit that 
medicines do not alleviate the condition. 

A calm, optimistic frame of mind is desir- 
able and if the patient will avoid worry, excite- 
ment and mental stress, it will be helpful. Such 
measures are massage treatments, with the deep 
therapy lamp, and the daily sponge bath fol- 
lgwed by a brisk rub-down with a coarse towel 

“are all recommended. 

I have frequently found that the patient who 
is willing to follow the right diet will steadily 
improve over a period of years. In addition, 
he will be able to lower thhe biood pressure.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—J. F. B., Winnipeg, writes: “My 
father has what is called ‘Miner's Elbow.’ Is 
there any article that you could send to me so 
that I can help him get well?” 

ANSWER—I do not have an article dealing 
exclusively with the subject of “Miner's El- 
bow” which I can send to you. Miner’s Elbow 
is caused by what is known as Bursitis, which 
means an inflammation of Bursa. A Bursa is 
a sac or bag containing fluid which is placed 
here and there on the body for protection be- 
tween the soft parts and the hard parts and 
acts as a cushion or shock absorber. In some 
cases the Bursa will become inflammed because 
of injury or accident. As a general rule when 
the Bursa has become painful, it will remain so 
indefinitely and the patient may be distressed 
by it for a considerable period of time. The 
main symptom of Bursitis is pain, and as a 
general rule parts of the body which are most 
likely to develop such an inflammation are the 
elbows, hips and knees. Probably the most com- 
mon example is what is what is known as the 
“Housemaid’s Knee.” When the trouble is lo- 
cated in the elbow, we then see an example of 
“Miner's Elbow,” or “Tennis Elbow.” I want 
you to write to me again, so that I can send you 
the article on “Housemaid’s Knee” or “synovi- 
tis.’ The treatment which I would advise for 
your father would be similar to that given in 
this article. I would suggest that he use a short 
fast from five to eight days; it is also important 
that he secure the enema at least once daily. If 
he will give this treatment a reasonable trial 
it is possible that he may improve considerably.

On this date in 1850 Toronto 
and all Upper Canada were as- 
tounded by a proposal for a lot- 
tery to raise funds for the 


building of a railway! Fred C. 
Capreol, an Englishman, had pro- 
cured a charter for the construc- 
tion of a railway from Toronto 
to Barrie (which was afterwards 
the Northern). He proposed to 
raise funds for the purchase of 
lands along the route of the rail- 
way by a lottery and to pay for 
the railway out of the increase 
in the value of the land. Moral 
and financial objections being 
made Capreol modified 


passed by the legislature permit- 
ting the raising of money either 
by subscription or lottery, but 
the bill was reserved by the gov- 
ernor general! for the royal assent, 
on account of the lottery clause. 
Capreol went to London and in 
seven weeks (a record for that 
time) was back in Toronto with 
the royal assent assured; and he 
at once got out his prospectus: 
Toronto, Simcoe and Huron 
Railroad Union Company.

Editor Bulletin; Why not en- 
courage public debates?

day’s price. That simply could 
not be done. 

Mr. Bennett's statement, which 
apparently can only mean what 
it is here taken to mean, obscures 
the fact that there is a penalty to 
pay for the wheat trading policy 
Canada has followed in the past 
few years. That penalty is the 
accumulation of a surplus which, 
by its very existence, depresses 
the market and which cannot be 
unloaded on the market without 
sending prices down. This pen- 
alty was paid in the United States 
after the farm board in 1929 and 
1980 bought wheat by the hun- 
dred million bushels in an effort 
to sustain prices. Prices were 
sustained for a short time, but 
later they were depressed to a 
corresponding degree and in the 
end the United States treasury 
lost about half of the $500,0U0,000 
it had advanced to the farm 
board for wheat and cotton “stab- 
ilization.” 

Canada cannot escape the con- 
sequences of its wheat-holding 
policy. However necessary or 
beneficial for a time the Domin- 
ion’s action in the wheat market 
may have heen, there is a dam- 
aging reaction which is as inevit- 
able as the sunrise. And Mr. 
Bennett docs not dispose of it by 
a hypothetical calculation, based 
on an impossibility, that the Do- 
minion treasury’s loss might be 
“only a few millions.”—Winnipeg 
Free Press.

Sure, Safe Method to 
Reduce Living Costs 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


The Prime Minister says that the first thing which must im- 
peratively and necessarily be done in Canada is to get rid of the 
railway deficit of one and one-quarter million dollars per week. 
his ig only another way of saying that the nation can no longer 
raisc the money to pay interest on the outstanding railway bonds. 


The president of one of the largest manufacturing companies 
in Canada publicly announces that the aggregate of all kinds of 
taxes falling upon a manufacturing business in Canada amounts 
to eleven per cent of production costs; and that this adds directly 
to domestic prices and hamstrings Canadian output in interna- 
tional trade. About fifty-five per cent of this tax total is used 
to pey interest on Dominion and Provincial and Munic:yal bonds. 


Real estate values have collapsed owing to cutting down of 
nett revenue by the tremendous load of municipal taxation; more 
than one-half of which goes to pay interest on municipal bonds. 


Every element of good business action, as well as good gov- 
ernmental action, calls for the lifting of these unbearable and 
unpayable loads, It can be done honestly, efficiently and im- 
mediately by the issuance of Dominion legal tender, secured in 
respect of cach dollar of issue by. a sinking fund irrevocably 
charged on the revenue of each public body up to the extent such 
public body uses dollars of legal tender; and having behind it the 
direct promise to pay by the Dominion government. 


There need be no fear of injuring credit abroad. The days 
of borrowing abroad will be over. Anyway, outside nations will 
soon realize that the fixed assets of Canada and the earning pow- 
ers of the Canadian people have been placed on a basis of the 
highest possible efficiency by the most economical of financial 
methods. There will be no difficulty in financing overseas com- 
mercial transactions; and every year the sinking funds operate 
will strengthen the financial standing of Canada. 


The immense amount of legal tender looking for investments 
so as to make earnings will restore real estate values, and will 
create full employment, and the wages of the workers will bring 
back commodity prices. A restoration of earning power to the 
extent of the six million dollars per day necessary to bring Cana- 
dian wage earnings back to normal will take care of commodity 


prices and rentals, 


The C.P.R. bonds might usefully be taken up on the same 
basis; so as to bring about equality of financial costs in the two 
railway systems and restore proper earning power to both. 

One reason this system should be adopted all across the na- 
tion is that there is no other way to afford efficient remedial 
action. The alternative, as so often pointed out, is to turn the 
Government over to our Socialist friends who will not bestow 
any thought on bonds or bondholders.

TEMPLE TREES, 
FUSS ENSUES 


Storm of Protest at Pei- 
ping When Cypress 


Grove Removed 


PEIPING, China, April 4,--The 
felling of 500-year-old cypress trees 
at the Temple of Heaven and the 
Temple of Agriculture has been fol- 


}lowed by a storm of protest from 


the Peiping city government, the 
National Commission for the Pres- 
ervation of Antiquities and various 


other cultural associations, who have 
demanded prosecution of members 
of the Bureau for the Custody of 
Temples. 

These ancient cypresses have 
looked down upon the emperors of 
both Ming and Manchu dynasties 
while they worshipped annually and 
made sacrifices on the Altar of 
Heaven. Under some of the trees 
at the Temple of Agriclture, the 
emperors rested after officially an- 
nouncing the coming of spring by 
plowing the first furrow in the 
temple's gardens. 

The trees were cut off about five 
inches below the ground and the 
stumps carefully covered over 
with dirt and moss. The logs were 
cut into short lengths and sold to 
carpented shops. The wood brought 
a price of $5,400. 

Members of the bureau defended 
the felling of the trees by declar- 
ing the trees were diseased and had 
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been attacked by destructive in- 
sects, It is officially charged, how- 
| ever, the logs found in carpenter 
shops prove those cut down were 
| entirely sound, while many trees 
|; actually diseased have been left 
| standing.

NOXIOUS WEED 
MOVE FALLS 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Efforts of Calgary Solon 
Defeated in 32-11 
Vote 


Contending that the noxious 
weeds menace is increasing alarm- 
ingly in Alberta and is “causing 
great anxiety” to agriculture, John 
J. Bowlen, Liberal, Calgary, in the 
legislature on Tuesday night moved 
a resolution “that in the opinion of 
this legislature a more vigorous | 
policy of noxious weeds preven- 
tion and eradication must be inaug- 
urated.” His efforts, however, were 
rejected by a vote of 32 to 11. In 
the division, Mr. Bowlen was sup- 
ported by his Liberal colleagues 
and the Conservatives, while com- 
bining to defeat it were 26 govern- 
ment members, four Labor and two} 
Independents, 

Mr. Bowlen contended that “The 
Noxious Weeds Act, as administet- 
ed at present, is not proving suc- 
cessful in checking the menace and 
is not producing the results to be 
expected from the large amount of | 
money spent in its application.” 


NOT SPENDING ENOUGH 


“Alberta is not spending enough 
on weed eradication and  preven- 
tion,” he declared. “Surely the min- 
ister of agriculture and the govern- 
ment are aware that the system is 
not giving results. If if was necess- 
ary to borrow money at as high as 
10 per cent to provide for the cost, | 
I am sure it would prove a good in- 
vestment. Unless something is done 
there will be many abandoned 
farms in Alberta this year.” 

“Education and enforcement of 
regulations are the two best meth: 
ods of battling the menace,” he said. 

W. E. Payne, K.C., Conservative 
Red Deer, said that the present} 
problem was to some extent due to 
apathy on the part of farmers and 
municipal districts in not appoint- |

There was 
no need to recapitulate the argu- | 
ments in regard to this, which had 
been given on several occasions on 
the floor of the house. 


IMPROVEMENT WARRANTS

believed there were sufficient indi-| 
cations of improvement in  condi-|

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Charg- 
es of a $70,000,000 bankers’ “steal” 
by the process of a forced receiver- 
ship were referred to the Uniied 
States senate’s special bankruptcy 
committee Tuesday and followed a 
statement from its chairman that 
lack of funds prevented a full in- 
vestigation 

The allegations were made be- 
fore the senate banking committee 
by Edward L. Backus, former pres- 
ident of the Minnesota and Ontario 
Paper Company, and were directed 
at the Chase National Bank and the 
First National Bank of Boston. 

The “trail of evil,’ he said, also 
ran through the International Paper 
and Power Company, Halsey Stuart 
and Company and Bond and Good- 
win, In addition, he asserted, fed- 
eral judge Molyneaux at Minnea- 
polis “signed on the dotted line.” 


DURESS USED 

His story briefly was that after 
pledging financial support to the 
Minnesota and Ontario Paper Com- 
pany, the bankers told him the 
“only solution” was a receiversh'p. 
The company, he contended, was 


| solvent, but said that “under dur- 


ess’ he agreed and was named re- 


ceiver, 
Later, he continued, he was 
forced to resign as receiver and 


was succeeded by R. H. M. Robin- 
son and C T. Jeffray, under whose 
management, he said, there had 
been a “most deplorable campaign 
of mismanagement, extravagance, 
waste and sacrifice of cash and 
other assets,” resulting in losses of 
$12,000,000.
